2. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: The common technical feature in both 
groups is the crosslinkable chromophore with UV activity. This element cannot be a special 
feature under PCT Rule 13.2 because the element is shown in the prior art by Sakuta et al. (US 

| 5,254,542), see Col. 8, lines 1-65, Col. 9, lines 10-20 and Example 1, Col. 10-12 , lines 25-65.
